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OKIGIN  OF  IKE  NAME  GRIMWOOD 

The  name  Grinraood  is  of  English  origin.  Early  surnames  grew  out  of  the 
need  to  identify  individuals 0  Some  names  ware  used  to  designate  "the  son 
0f>  as  Johnson  meant  8  the  son  cf  john8;  and  others  were  of  occupatioal  origin, 
as  8 John  the  Baker8  or  9 John  the  Miller8;  and  ethers  designated  a  dwelling 
place,  as  Grim wood  which  meant  someone  who  lived  at  Grim8s  wood* 

GRIMWOOD  AND  BOX  ANCESTORS 

William  Jerry  Grimwood8 s  parents  x-jere  William  Jerry  Grimwood  (first),  a 
son,  born  in  England ,  xdio  came  to  Canada  to  'seek  his  fortune9.  He  married 

Elizabeth  Box  xdio  was  bom  in  England  in  1820,  daughter  of _ _  __  _  and 

Jane  (Lord)  Box,  Elizabeth6 s  parents  had  seventeen  children,  thirteen  of 
whom  grow  to  adulthood*  Mr.  Box8  $  parents  were  English  landholders,  Jane 
Lord  was  the  daughter  of  xsealthy  Ehglish  parents,  William  Jerry  Grimx-raod 
(the  first)  died,  probably  in  Canada  when  his  sons  were  young,  Elizabeth 
later  married  a  Hr.  Wren,  when  or  where  is  not  known.  She  died  around  1890 
in  Chase  County,  Kansas  while  visiting  her  son  William  and  family. 

The  following  record  was  found  several  years  ago  and  copied  as  a  matter 

of  interests 

"Samuel  Box,  son  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  ( Burroughs >  Box,  was  bom  in 
Warharachurch,  England  and  settled  near  Toronto,  Canada.  He  married, 
first,  Charlotte  Hockaday;  second,  Kate  Vining.  His  children  were  George, 
Muriel ,  Rally,  Charles,  Philip,  Albert  and  AnnlsU 

8 Philip  and  Jane  (Lord.)  Box  had  a  daughter,  Annie  Eliza,  bom  in  1842, 
who  married  David  Choate ,  son  of  John  Choate  of  Winham,  Massachusetts  and 
lived  in  Ingersoll,  Canada8. 

Because  Elizabeth  Box8s  mother  was  Jane  Lord,  it  is  logical  to  assume 
that  the  above  article  was  written  at  the  time  of  Elisabeth8 s  sister  Annie 
Elisa  was  married.  However,  until  a  positive  proof  is  found,  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  say  definitely  that  these  were  Elizabeth8 s  people* 

While  research  on  Grimwood  ancestors  has  been  disappointing,  correspondence 
with  several  persons  named  Grimwood  lias  proved  interesting.  A  Mrs.  Don  W0 
Grimwood,  Alva,  Oklahoma  and  Kr.  Philip  H,  Grimwood,  Westminster,  Colorado 
have  sent  the  names  of  their  parents  and  grandparents.  They  disprove  the 
family  tradition  that  everyone  in  the  United  States  by  the  name  ox  Grimwc >d 
is  descended  from  the  first  William  Jerry  Grimwood  who  emigrated  xrom  England 
to  Canada.  Both  of  their  families  came  from  England  directly  to  the  United 
States  settling  in  Illinois.  If  they  were  related  to  cur  ancestors  it  was 
back  in  England. 

William  Jerry  (first)  and  Elizabeth  (Box)  Grimwood  were  the  parents  of 
three  sons?  William  Jerry,  Thomas  and  _n  rIhe  third  son,  whose  name  we  do 
not  know,  could  get  up  before  an  audience  and  talk  about  the  bible  as  well  as 
an  adult,,  according  to  his  brother  William  and  as  related  to  Charles  K.  Grim- 
wood,  youngest  son  of  William.  This  third  son  died  before  twelve  years  of  age. 

Thomas  married  Anna  Mariah  Hess  and  spent  his  life  in  or  near  Lt.  Vernon, 
Ghio0  One  daughter,  Maude,  married  a  Hr0  f&ioads  whose  children  were*  Edwin „ 
John,  Hay  and  Laura.  Mr.  Bay  Rhoads  of  Mt.  Vernon,  Ohio  furnished  the  above 
information.  Because  his  grandparents  disc.  when  he  was  young,  Mr.  Rhoads 
has  no  information  on  the  background  history  of  the  family. 
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ORIGIN  OF  THE  NAME  LIBA.RGER 

There  are  several  possible  Interpretations  of  the  name  Lybarger,  In  the 
original  form  It  was  probably  the  French  ®Le  Berger"  or  3  La  berg  ere"  which 
means  the  'shepherd3,  Coming  as  they  did  from  a  district  bordering  Fiancee 
they  may  originally  have  been  Protestant  subjects  of  that  nation.  At  the 
time  they  imigrated  to  the  United  States  they  spoke  German  and  were  under  the 
rule  of  a  German  prince®  In  the  German  language  8 ley®  „  8leah3  or  "loh"  means 
a  meadow  or  low  land,  *  Birger 3  or  'Berger3  means  a  "freedman  of  a  burgh  or 
borough  entitled  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  a  community3 ,  Thus  our  name 
would  denote  a  citizen  of  the  low  lands® 

Because  people  of  those  days  were  poor  spellers  and  worse  writers 9  the 
name  has  been  spelled  in  a  variety  of  ways  including  Bergerp  LeBarger8 
Lehberger0  Lochbergher8  Leihberger0  LeyeribergerB  Laybarigerp  Lightehberger8 
Lieberger0  Libergere  Leyberger,,  Libargers  Lya.bergers  Iyberger  and  finally 

Lybarger, 


LYBARGER  AND  GELLER  ANCESTORS 

Henrietta  Harmon  (Lybarger)  Grirawood5  s  great,,  great  grandparents  came  t-o 
the  United  States  in  1732„  They  had  lived  in  the  Palatinate s  now  Phenish 
Bavaria 0  a  district  bordering  Alsace-Lorraine 0  between  France  and  Germany, 

That  area  was  for  years  the  battleground  of  French  and  German  war  lords, 

William  Penn  made  a  number  of  visits  to  the  Falatinate  urging  the  people  to 
seek  peace  and  security  in  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  Thousands ,  often 
whole  communities,,  left  their  homes  and  started  for  America®  They  i-rent  down 
the  River  Rhine  to  Rotterdam 8  Holland  then  to  Deal„  England  and  on  across  the 
Atlantic  tc  Pennsylvania,  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland  were„  at  that  time8  the 
only  colonies  that  offered  complete  religious  freedom. 

Among  the  Palatines  who  left  their  homeland  because  of  religious  persecu¬ 
tion  and  political  injustice  to  come  to  the  New  World  were  Johann  Adam 
Lybarger  and  his  wife  Barbara 9  the  great*  great  grandparents  of  Henrietta, 

They  sailed  on  the  ship  Johnson  arriving  in  Philadelphia  14  September  t?32° 

In  the  book  3 Pennsylvania  Pioneers3  by  S tra ssburg er~ Hinke  are  photographs  of 
the  original  signatures  of  the  passengers.  The  lybarger  family  was  probably  a 
large  one0  but  no  record  has  been  found  for  any  of  the  children  except  three 
sons  named;  George*  Nicholas  and  Ludwick,  These  three  are  the  ancestors  of  all 
Lyfcargers  in  the  United  States,  The  family  settled  near  Philadelphia ,  then 
moved  to  Bedford  County B  Pennsylvania  and  perhaps  Maryland,  The  next  gener¬ 
ation  crossed  the  Alleganies  into  central  Ohio  where  Henrietta  Harmon 
lybarger  was  bom. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolutionary  'War  Captain  Samuel  Paxton  of  Cumber¬ 
land  Valley  Township 6  Pennsylvania  organised  the  4th  Company t  1st  Battalion 
of  the  Bedford  County  Militia „  known  as  "Mills  Creek  Settlement3  „  On  the 
original  roll  are  the  names  of  five  Lybargersc  including  Nicholas,,  3r0  and 
Henryc  Their  service  records  are  all  in  the  State  House  in  Harrisburg*  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  have  been  established  as  the  basis  for  membership  in  the  Sons  and 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution, 

Much  of  the  above  information  was  taken  from  the  3 History  of  the  Lybarger 
Family3  by  Judge  Donald  Fisher  Lybarger „  Cleveland*  Ohio, 
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The  Geller  family  probably  came  from  the  Palatinate  E  alaoo  Rdpp9s

(1)  WILLIAM  JERRI  GRWOOD,  2nd*  wa®  bom  five  miles  from  Toronto,  Canada 
1  Marvh  1843,  died  In  Bro&m,  Oklahoma  Territory  15  March  1902  and  is  buried 
in  Shawnee  Mission  Cemetery,  son  of  William  Jerry  Grinraood  1st  and  Elizabeth 
(Box)  Gririvcod.  On  28  March  1865,  William  Jerry  Grirawood  and  Henrietta  Harmon 
Iybarger  were  joined  in  marriage  by  D*  L.  Fobos,  MG,  (From  a  certified  copy  of 
marriage  record,  Probate  Court,  Knox  County,  Ohio  Record  of  Marriages,  Vol  1, 
page  309),  Henrietta  was  bom  in  Knox  County*  Ohio  28  March  1845*  died  in 
Brown,  Oklahoma  Territory  24  August  1399  and  is  buried,  in  Shawnee  Mission 
Cemetery,  She  was  the  daughter  of  Jesse  and.  Susannah  (Geller)  lybarger, 

William  Jerry  (Billy)  was  in  I fen;  York  in  1353*  Cone  of  the  family  think  the 
mother  took  her  three  sons  to  Urn-/  York  City  to  live  after  the  death  of  their 
father.  Another  otciy  is  that  Billy  had  been  living  with  an  uncle  (a  brother 
of  Iris  mother)  and  ran  away  to  IJsir  York  City  where  he  sold  papers  or  delivered 
telegrams,  A  doctor  became  interested  in  him  as  he  walked  on  crutches  because 
of  a  crooked  leg  resulting  from  a  severe  burn.  The  doctor  told  Billy  his  leg 
could  be  straightened  if  he  had  grit  to  stand,  it,  Anyway,  he  was  in  Knox 
County,  Ohio  idler*  he  enlisted  in  the  Civil  War  5  June  1861,  He  served  in  the 
4th  Ohio  Regiment,  Company  A  until  his  discharge  in  Columbus,  Ohio  21  June 
1864.  His  Company  marched  1975  milss  and  traveled  by  rail  and  transport  2279 
miles.  They  saw  action  at  Front  Royal,  Harrison* s  Crossing,  Fredericksburg , 
Chancaliorsville*  Gettysburg,  She  Wilderness,  Spottsylvania  and  other  places.

She  next,  year  William  and  Henrietta  (Billy  and  Hei)  were  married  and  settled 
in  Monroe  Kills,  Knox  County,  Ohio  where  five  children  were  bom.  Another 
child  was  bom  in  Adrain,  Steuben  County,  Heir  York  where  they  lived  a  short 
while  and  the  youngest  in  Plymouth,  Livingston  County,  Missouri.  They  soon 
moved  from  Missouri  to  Cedar  Point,  Chase  County,  Kansas  where  the  older  child¬ 
ren  grew  to  young  adulthood.  It  was  there  that  the  three  cider  sons  were 
married.  From  the  *  Chase  County  Leader* ,  1899-1900,  we  read  of  W,  J.  Grimwood*s 
active  participation  In  community  affairs.  The  whole  family  made  the  run  into 
Oklahoma  Territory  in  1392  at  the  Second  Opening  of  the  Strip,  Hie  parents  and 
each  of  the  four  older  child rren  took  claims.  They  located  at  Brown,  Pottawa¬ 
tomie  County  near  Tscumseh  and  built  a  spacious,  for  those  days,  log  home.  It 
was  the  only  two- story  hone  in  the  county  and  was  larger  than  the  court  house. 

During  an  epidemic  of  ‘typhoid-malaria®,  probably  typhoid  fever  in  the  summer 
of  1899  Henrietta  died  after  a  short  illness.  William  later  married  Emma 
Duf field,  a  sister  of  Ills  son  William* s  mother-in-law.  From  his  military  records 
wo  learn  that  his  pension  was  granted  because  of  an  invalid  claim.  He  suffered 
all  his  life  from  chronic  disease  of  the  digestive  organs  and  eyes  as  a  result 
of  his  service  in  the  war.
